The closing event of the 
fair was a tv^ical eviction scene, with 
Promoter Tim Hurst as the hard-hearte<i 
landlord anil Mrs. Thomas V. Clines as 
the distresse<l tenant, liotli played their 
parts well. Even after the rent waa ten- 
dered Landlord Hurst he remained obdu- 
rate. Mra. Clines waa evicted and her 
cabin diaoiaatlad and .torn down, while 
the furniture was thrown out in tha road 
and the cow, aheep aad gout ware turned

George A. Shea, one of the most popu 
lar young Irish-Americans in this city, 
passed into a better land at 4 o'clock 
Wednaaday morning. He had bean ill 
about three weeka and aull toad fron a 
complication of diseases, including 
typhoid fever and pnenmonia. He died 
at his home, 122.') Twelfth street, fortified 
by the sacraments of the church and 
surrounded by his family. 

Mr. Shea was only twenty-seven years 
old. He was the son of Thomas G. Shea, 
a well known carpenter. Besides his 
father and mother be leaves three sisters. 
Misses Florence, LilUe and Mamie, to 
mourn bia toaa. Tha deoeaaad was em- 
ployed as a collector for the American 
Express Company, having worked his 
way up from wagon driver. He was well 
thought of and highly tiusted by his 
employers. He was also a prominent 
member of Division 4, A. O. H. He waa 
a devont member of the Catholic church 
and was in every way a model young 
man. He waa a good mixer, always in a 
good humor and alwoja in demand at 
parties and danoaa. The funeral took 
place from St Patrick'a church at 10 
o'clock Thursday morning. A large 
concourse of friends followed his re- 
mains to their last resting place in St. 
Louis cemetery. George Shea wa.s a 
man among men. His memory will long 
be kept green in the hearts of his many 
friends who join with the stricken 
family in monraiag Ua leaa. May be 
rest in peace.

London cablaa are not alwaya to be 
relied npoa, particniariy when it oomes 
to dealing with Cathdic or Irish affairs, 
yet a cable message to the Chicago Trib- 
une under date of November 4 is worth 
more than passing notice. If all this 
cable messaj^f loiitains is true, it is well. 
If it is not true, it will only make the 
Irish people in the United Stetes, in 
Canada, Australia and elaewbere work 
harder to accomplish the end desired: 
Tha land of Irdand for the Iriah people. 
Thia cable meaMga aaya in part: 

"Leaders of the Irish Nationalists see 
a settlement of the Irish land problem 
within a year. They expect a compulsory 
act, under which the landlords, whose 
rule has been the bane of the island for 
centuries, will be bought out by the ten- 
ants. By this plan the British Govern- 
ment will act aa a realty agent, and ad- 
vaoea by a lyatani of eredite and yearly 
inatalfanento Uie tremendooaanm of |600,- 
000.000 aa tha pnrdiaaa price for the ten- 
ants. 

"That the Government believes that 
the purchase of the Irish estates is the 
right solution is asserted by George 
Wyndham, M. P., Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. By former acts the Government 
has already advanced |100.000,000, and 
thus enabled 70,000 tenante to purchase 
their holdings. This waa ia ttwricbeat 
districts. There has been no relief in the 
or aactiooa of Waatara Irelaad, where 
tha aMMt aaiariag is reported. The plan 
wothad well. Only three tenanU were 
behind in their year's refiayments of 
their installments to the Government. 
As a result of tte same legislation |1''>0,- 
000,000 is available now for future pur- 
chase. 

"It is declared that the Irish leaders in 
Parliament expect a satiafactory aettle- 
ment of the Iriah qneatioa aloqg these 
lines. Chief Secretary Wyndhpm ia am- 
bitioua to eiaet a aolnlioa. Bia racaat 
appointment of Anthony McDonald aa 
permanent Under Secretary for Ireland 
hassn important bearing on the situation. 
M -Donald was formerly on the India 
Board of Control, and wrought great land 
reforms there, settling liberally the differ- 
ences between the native tenants and the 
foreign landlords. His appointment gives 
the Irish leaders more faith in the Gov- 
ernment's promise of important land 
l^[ial*tion at tha ooodng aeasion of Par- 
liament That tha Oovammcntia equally 
confident ia ahown by Chief Secretary 
Wyndham's remark: 

"I believe the end will come in one 
year. I believe I will hold the place of 
an honest broker between the tenants, 
the landlords and the taxpayers of this 
country." 

There are 4Si),000 tenanU in Ireland. 
Uf tins tuuiil>t-r 70, 0(K) have bought their 
holdinga. uaing the |100|000,000 extended 
i« oadita bf tha QovanuMat.. Of tha 
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remaining 410,000 •'-^'^fr*^ half hve on 
eight or ten-acre ti 

Many landlords are ^voring a speedy 
aettlement of the agitatnn, which for so 
many decades has kept their tenants in a 
state bordering on rebdlion. The land- 
lords have suffered a 
rents of at least 40 
acts of their tenants, 
compelled to encumber 
heavy mortgages and 
ezpanae of ooatly litii 
at thamarqr ol 
tiona. 

T. P. O'Oooaor, the 
paper writer and memi 
declares that only slight difference is 
now in ihe way of the settlement of the 
Irish qiiestiou. \Villf«!n O'Brien, head 
of the I'nited Irish League, insists upon 
the passage of a sweeping compulsory 
purchase act la ai|^ns his plan he 
says: 

"The tenante oqght lo be allowed to 
pay on an eightee n -year valuation. The 
Government should give the landlords a 
sum equivalent to three additional yaara' 
rental as a bonus. Thia bonus would re- 
quire only JI.WJO, 000. The Government 
could easily make it back by arranging 
the governmental system of Ireland, 
which is now conducted on a most ex- 
pensive scale. 

"Ireland is only half aa large as your 
Stete of minds, and yat Ireland's police 
force coatt the Oovammant ^7,600,000 a 
year. Thia pOUoe font ia only main- 
tained to keep the landlords in control. 
The land problem once aettled there 
would be no need of each a heavy ex- 
pense." 

According to the cable message men- 
tioned above work on the land bill has 
already begun. Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land Wyndham haa aaked a deputation 
of Irish Nationaliste and landlorda to 
meet him in January to consider the 
terms. Unity of the Iriah NationalisU 
was the first thing to ba cohaideMl. All 
factions in Ireland have become recon- 
ciled and are now working to a coming 
end. while a short time sgo there were 
six different factions in the Irish Nation- 
alist party, all workint; against each 
other. Speaking of this feature of the 
situation T. P. O'Connor said: 

"Two years ago the Irish problem was 
as far from final .aettlement as ever. 
Now there are tha beat p reapac to of a 
s p e edy and favoraUa aetflanwnt Ire- 
land wna never ao atrong aa she is today. 
Land purchase ia tha common ground 
upon which the landlords, the , Iriah 
leaders, the tenants and the Government 
must and will soon meet." 

The settlement of the land question 
will remove the greatest obstacle to home 
rule for Ireland. Once diqxise of the 
interests of the landlords and they will 
have no serious reason for opposing the 
plan of Ireland having at least her own 
Parliament, just as the separate States in 
the United States have their own I,egis- 
Uturea. T. P. O'Connor aaid oa thia 
subject: 

"Ireland without ite own legislative 
body is as logical aa if the Waahington 
Government ataonld alxdidi Stete control 
of local alaira aad run everything itaelf. "

A great event to Catholics in New 
Jersey waa the reoent celebration of the 
silver jobllee, or tweoty fifth anniversary, 
of the aaoerdotal ordination of the Right 
Eav. Jamea A. McPanI, Bishop of Tren- 
ton. It was also the eighth anniversary 
of his appointnaot aa haad of thadiooeee 
of Trenton. 

Promptly at 10:.30 o'clock the line of 
priesta and acolytes, which was to con- 
duct the distin^iiislit'd prelate to the 
aanctiuuy of the church, formed in the 
episcopal residence. The Rev. Father 
Powers walked in advance of the party, 
and following hia eaoM tha c r oaa b ea re r 
and aoolytaa, wearing taag white cas 
aodkawith red silk giidlea. 

More than a hundred priests marched 
after the acolytes, and their ranks con- 
tained representatives of numerous cler- 
ical orders and secular priests — the 
Dominicans with their white cassocks, 
the Benedictines with their black cas- 
socks and oowla, tha aacniar prieito with 
surplices and cassocka testifying by 
their preaance to tha regard and love 
home for the Bishop by his priests far 
and near. The Bishop, attired in the 
purple robes of his office aud followed 
by six train-bearers, brought up the rear 
of the procession, which proceeded from 
the residence up Warren street and into 
the church. 

As the Bishop and his escort reached 
the chureb entrance there was a burst of 
music that echoed and re-echoed through- 
out the atatoly ad i fic a a volonw of 
melody that waa grand aad inuring. 
Simulteneoualy with the wave of mnii- 
cal harmony, electric bnlba biased into 
view among the arches of the church; 
even the tapers, which had been lighted, 
were transformed in the instant by vari- 
colored incandescent lights, which 
glinted upon golden candelabra and 
other sanctuary furniture, auking a 
scene of wondroua beauty. 

High above the caoter altar and ex- 
tending from one aide of the great 
stained window to the other waa the 
inscription, "Ad Multos Annos" — wish- 
ing that the Bishop may Ije spared to 
reign over his people for years. The 
lettera were formed of electric bulbs, 
which sprang into brilliancy as the 
Bishop and his party walked up the aiale. 
When the visiting clergymen had be- 
come aaated in tha front paws of the 
church and ranged within tha sanctuary, 
tha Bidiop'a nbaa ware diaagad for 
tboaaoftlteniaaa, and tha holy aaeriflce 
was commenced. 

The Bishop was the eeldmnt of the 
pontifical high mass. He was assisted 
by the Very Rev. Monsignor John A. 
O'Grady, of New Brunswick. The dea- 
cons of honor were the Very Rev. Dean 
B. J. Mulligan, of Camden, and the Rev. 
Manrire P. O'Connor, of Haniaon, N; J. 
Tha daaoon of tha BMoa waa tiM

Rev. Dean F. Kivelitz, of Freehold; sub- 
deacon, the Rev. John F. Brady, of 
South Amlxjy; masters of ceremonies to 
the visitiug clergymen, the Rev. Dr. 
Norris and Rev. James Maroney, of the 
Cathedral; msstera of ceremonies to the 
Bishop, the Rev. P. J. Powen snd the 
Rev. W. F. GUfiUan, of the Cathedral. 

Tha-Right Rev. Biabep O'Cooaor, of 
Newarh, who daUvarad the aamioa, waa 
eaoorted to a diair at tha right of the 
altar when the mass was begun. 

Bishop O'Connor described the life of 
a priest working to bring souls to God, 
and closed by ftaying a fitting tribute to 
Bishop McFaul, the jubilarisn. The 
Rev. Dr. Norris read an address in behalf 
of the clergy of the diocese, and pre- 
aented the Bishop with a well filled 
purse. Bishop MdPanI mate a brief but 
fitting reply, thoi«h Ua nym wtra filled 
with taara aad ha oftan dMkad wtth 
amotiott. 

After mass there wss a banquet in St. 
Mary's Hall, at which Bishop O'Connor 
and the priests who attende»l mass were 
present to honor Bishop Mcl-aul. The 
first toast, "The Man and the Age," was 
responded to by Rev. William O'Brien 
After telling how often it 
very discoveries made by 
own; how machinery had 
pot nma adda.

On the following day he held a recaption 
for the children of the diocaaa. 

Bishop McFaul is a great believer in 
union. He it waa who aona years ago 
brought the divided factiona of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians together 
and made that body the grand order it 
ia. Ba also was the moving spirit in the 
formation of the Catholic Federation and 
is known as "The Amailcaa Ptag." 
May be live many years.

He took thia trip Beat for a three- 
fold put pose— for his health, which waa 
considerably shattered by long attention 
to his business; to visit his daughter, 
a Dominican Sister teaching at St.

Mr. Kavanagh was born 
in Ireland, bnt came to America with 
his parenu to Lowdl whan a mmU dHU.

He 
finally aettled in Louisville about tliirty. 
seven yeara ago, and here he lias lict ti 
ever since.

I got tha raoraation, bat 
I got little raat I was never ao well 
treated aa I waa by the people of Lowell, 
although of the many I knew in Lowell 
forty years sgo very few are left alive. 
The few I did meet introduced me to 
others, and my daughter has made many 
friends during the eight years she has 
been teaching there. All in all, I was 
well treated. The people could not do 
enough for me. When I reached Lowell 
I west tothaAMManrBoaaa and apaat 
the ai^t. Tha next day I vialtad my 
daughter. Sister Agnita, aad than her 
Drtaoda Tha O'Brlaaa took poaaamion of 
me aad canladaM to their home. They 
would not even let me return to the 
hotel for my grip. Mr. Denis O Hrien is 
in the drug busine.ss anil is a splendid 
specimen of Irish-American manhood. 
His wife is an elegant lady, and they 
have a fine family, snd sU tried to make 
me feel at home, and indeed I did. 

"After that it waa one eontinnal roond 
ot sight aaeiag. I waa alwaya ia deauuid 
for dinner, aivper or breakfaat, and waa 
warmly wi l ttw i ad everywhere. I met 
Patar J. Brady, the Democratic candi- 
date for Mayor, to whcm I had a letter, 
and was shown many attentions by him. 
I Thanks to Capt. Will Sullivan, Chief of 
Detectives of Louisville, I had a letter to 
I Chief of Police Moffett. Now, remember 
I had no business with the police depart- 
I ment, but a friend secured me the letter 
\ and I presented it Mr. Moffett waa only 
tooglad wabowawevefyatlaatioa. One 
afternoon ha took om for a thraa hooia' 
drive. Both Meaen. Brady and Moffett 
kindly remember what the LouiaviUa 
people did for them during the convoft' 
tion of Police Chiefs last May. 

"I am not going lo weary you with all 
the people I met and how they enter- 
tained me, bnt yon may be interested in 
knowing that I attended the meeting at 
Lowell at which the Irish envoys made 
addresses. Davitt and DUhm wan both 
there. I nmt both of tham aad waa la* 
vitsdonthaatigo. Rev. Father WUUaai 
O'Brien, paator 'of St. Patrick's diureh, 
presided at the meeting. It was a great 
meeting, and the enthusiasm was great. 
The people of Lowell pledged themselves 
to hold up their end in subscribing for 
the fund to fight the landlords. 

"I don't know how it would have been 
possible for me to have a better time, 
unless I bad been a nembar of tha 
Knighte of ColaaAoa, tha Andant Older 
of Hibemiana or acme of tha other organ- 
isations flourishing in the Beat The 
Knighte of Colnmbua are particularly 
strong in the Best.

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FAREWELL TO THE FAIR. 

The Irisb fair has come to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, thanks to the 
good, taid work of theBiberntans 
and their lady friends and to the 
generous people of the three Falls 
Cities. There were 00 uopletMnt 
festares aboat the fair. Bmy 
department of it was well con- 
ducted. There was nothing aljout 
it to be ashamed of. There was no 
part of the fair that could not be 
visited by members of the clergy 
and by pure minded women and 
men. The Irish people, If they 
aie aoything, are lovers of purity, 
hence there wore no midway shows 
of a doubtful character at the fair. 
Aride from the exhibits it was a 
pleasant place to meet old friends 
and to spend a happy evening. 
Nearly everybody who went once 
went a second or a third time. 
Many attended every night and 
never tired of the busy scenes. Tt 
was the intention of the Ancient 
Order of HibcmiaM lo show a 
glimpae of Ireland as it really 
as it has been made by centuries of 
British oppression. The little 
cabin with its thatched roof, the 
peasant and the neatly kept house, 
where poverty and cleanliness 
reigned side by side, were there, and 
the cow and calf, the sheep and 
the goat. The jaunting cars were 
there; so was Blarney Castle and 
other interesting things. These 
were enjoyed by all the high- 
minded, intelligent, patriotic Irish- 
Americans. True it is that there 
were a few, a very few, who ex- 
pressed disappointment at what 
they saw. They wanted a stone 
mansion with up-to-date gas stove 
in lieu of the thatdied cabin and 
the eta fashioned fire-place. How- 
ever, ignorance is one of the 
legacies of centuries of British 
oppression. Thttnk God this ignor- 
ance is now limited to an exceed- 
ingly small number. If you hear 
anyone adversely criticize the Irish 
fair, don't set it down to Us or her 
fault. Generously attribute it to a 
terrible misfortune. 

ARBITRATION. 

The settlement of disputes by 
arbitration rather than strife is not 
a new idea originating with the 
advanced civilization of the Twen- 
ieth century, as claimed by some 
of its admirers. Arbitration, the 
adjusting of differences by peace- 
ful methods and mutnal conces- 
skms rather than by the sword, was 
taught and urged by the Catholic 
church from its foundation. Its 
missionaries preached that all men, 
as children of the one Divine 
Father, should love one another, 
and in charity and sacrifice, live in 
peace, doing good and dealing 
justly, avoiding anger and strife. 
In time class and racial contentions 
diminished, wars almost ceased, 
the Pope generally being the ac- 
cepted arbiter between nations; 
among the people, the noble and 
peasant, the employer and laborer, 
the cfatuxA fostoed the conciliatory 
spirit, and the Guilds, which 
pledged all to justice and peace, 
adjusted by arbitration and oonces- 
rion all differences arising. It is 
from the Catholic Guilds of the 
Middle ages that the arbitration 
boards and methods of settling 
labor disputes are derived; and the 
International Court of Arbitration 
(The Hague Conference) is an 
effort to revive the peaceful adjuiit- 
ment of international disputes 
established and maintained by the 
Catholic church centuries ago, the 
abandonment of whidi by nations 
has canscd so mtfch of war and its 
disasters. 

The Catholic church still teaches 



and practices conciliation and arbi 
tratlon. Frequently has the Pope 
or other church dignitary sug- 
gested it that contention might 
cease and war be averted; in indi- 
vidual and popular conflict it is 
Ukewiae urged that strife may 
cease, justice be done and peace 
reign. And in affairs directly af- 
fecting the church interests the 
same conciliatory policy is adhered 
to by the church, as illustrated in 
all matters in ihis country, in the 
Cuban, Porto Rlcan and Philippine 
cases. 

Another case, more complicated 
and of longer standing, has just 
been decided. It is the Pius Fund, 
dating back to the time when 
Spain controlled Mexico, including 
California and other territory since 
ceded to the United Sutea. This 
fund was contributed to the mis- 
sions of Northern Mexico, held in 
trust by the Spanish Government, 
subsequently by the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. When Northern Mex- 
ico — California, Arizona, Texas 
and New Mexico— was ceded to 
the United States, Mexico retained 
the fund, and on the claim that 
the Catholic church of that section 
was now alienated and under the 
jurisdiction of the United States, 
refused to pay any part of the 
fund. The issue finally became 
international, the United States 
Government on behalf of its citi- 
zens, the Catholics of the .South- 
west, making claim on Mexico. 
The question was complicated. If 
the Mexican Government was 
liable, was it for the principal alone 
or were the annuities and interest 
for fifty years to he added; to 
whom should the money be paid 
and should it be in Mexican or 
American currency; does this 
award end the trust and liability of 
Mexico to the Catholic church in 
California and other territory now 
part of the United States? 

The daim was urged in the 
name of the Catholic Bishop of Los 
Angeles, with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment as defendant. By agree- 
ment it was referred to the Inter- 
national Board of Arbitration of 
The Hague Conference. The 
board, after hearing evidence, 
arguments of able counsel and ex- 
amining voluminous documeuts, 
decides that Mexico is to pay to 
the United Sutes for the Catholic 
church in California the sum of 
$1,420,682, and an annuity of the 
$43,051 in perpetuity, in Mexican 
ctnrency. 

How much more Christian, civ- 
ilized and economical this method 
than war? It is and ever has been 
the method urged by the Catholic 
church to adjust differences among 
men. 



THE MINERS' CASE. 



President Mitchell, of the United 
Mine Workers, has presented the 
statement (rf the 'miners' caae to 
the Commission appointed by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt to arbitrate the 
the differences between the opera- 
tors and the min^ It is brief 
and business-like, their demands 
and the grounds therefor being 
clearly stated. They ask an ad- 
vance of ao per cent, in wages to 

piece-workers; a reduction of hours 
from ten to eight, without reduc- 
tion of wages for day workers; 
payment to the miners on the basis 
of the standard ton, 2,240 pounds; 
the signing of an agreement be- 
tween the miners and operators 
for a stated time, providing for ad- 
justment of differences by confer- 
ence and arbitration, thus averting 
friction, interruption of business,: 
strikes and lockouts. . , j 
These demands seem fair, even' 
to those ^ unacquainted with the 



dangers and hardships of miners 
in anthracite working. Yet these 
demands as well as the offer of the 
miners to arbitrate the isatie were 

contemptuously refused considera- 
tion by the operators, and the 
strike resulted. The operators and 
the few newspapers upholding 
them did not publish the demands 
of the miners, but resorted to mis- 
representatkm and aboie. The 
miners' union waa charged with 
interference and attempting to dic- 
tate to employers, and the miners 
were denounced as ignorant, half 
civilized foreigners and anarchists. 
The reading of their demands and 
their behavior during and since the 
strike disprove all charges, and pot 
the operators on the defensive be- 
fore the public, who now hold 
them responsible for the strike and 
ita reiulta, due to their arbitrary 
refusal to heed the employes' de- 
mands, not at all unreasonable, 
when respectfully presented and 
urged. 

The statement of the operators 
has not yet been presented to the 
Commission, and it is awaited with 
some interest. Commisrion has 
not yet taken np the questions nor 
begun the hearing of testimony. 
Thus far they are inspecting the 
mines, the homes ot miners, the 
cost of living and other details in 
the anthracite region. They may 
begin the hearing of the cases next 
week, though it rests whcdly with 
the Commission as to when and 
bow they will proceed. That they 
intend a thorough investigation 
seems evident from their prelim- 
inary course. The only point they 
decided and announced is that if 
there is any change in wages it is 
to date from November i .

McCarthy departed this life Tuesday, 
September 22, 1902, at midnight, at St. 
Joseph 'a Infirmary in ttaisdty, of typhoid 
fever, and waa buried St I<ouia ceme- 
tery Thursday, Septeemr 24, from the 
Cathedral of the Assumption. 

Brother McCarthy was here on a busi- 
ness trip when he was stricken down by 
the insidious foe, and it was not until he 
became aware of his serious illness tli.it 
he made known the fact that he was a 
member of the Kuighta of Columbus. 
This information was divulged to the 
Rev. P. M. J. Rock, who had attended 
him in hia iUneaa, adadaiatering to him 
the laat sacramenta of ;9ar holy church. 
Hia remains were taken charge of by our 
couadl, and after a solemn maas of 
requiem aung by Father Rock, his body 
was tenderly and lovingly laid to rest in 
the beautiful and consecrated v.r('nnds of 
our Catholic cemetery. lir.ithcr Mc- 
Carthy was l)orn in Ireland, ami lir in- 
formed I'ather Rock that he knew of no 
relative that he had in this country, and 
that he believed that both his father and 
mother had died Sia& he left his native 
land. He aUted that he had a aiater 
living somewhere in Ireland. We know 
very little of the 8t«S|q|er who died 
among us, but all #e leirned of him was 
gcKKl. The house that he traveleil for 
indorsed his character and he was a 
member in gotxl standing of your coun- 
cil, also of the St. Vincent de Paul So- 
ciety of New York, and also of the 
Benevolent Order of Blka. All of these 
societies were rep r s sft tte d at the funeral 
services. According to the testimony of 
Us Father oonfeaaor be waa a awn of 
soperior education. If any member of 
your council knows of a relative or near 
friend of our departed brother we desire 
you to fuinish them with a copy of this 
letter. 

Should his venerable Irish father or 
mother be still living in the sunny land 
of bis birth it will be a aweet consolation 
for them to know that, although their 
eon died thouaands of milea from his 
native lead, be aank to rest in Kentucky, 
a land pregnant with Irish Catholic tra- 
dition and history, the brightest gem in 
in the sisterhood of the Sunny South- 
land. He was lulled to his eternal sleep 
by those ministering angels of charily, 
the gentle Sisters of Nazareth, and the 
holy oils of Extreme Unction was ad- 
ministered to him by a fellow-country- 
aiaa, an Irish priest whose fame as an 
ocator ia co-extenaive.with America, and 
who staada witboot a peer in the bright 
galaxy of our Kentueky priesthood. He 
waa borne to hia laat rnting place by the 
flower of our knighthood, and in thua 
selecting our bravest and our best our 
Grand Knight exhibited the highest 
mark of his respect to the Irish stranger 
who died in our midst 

If any one among us possessed the 
power to say fitting things to the memory 
of this stranger, beautiful might be the 
encoadnma we woidd write, and gloriona, 
indeed, would be the recognition of a 
voice now atilled 09 earth forever. But 
after all, flowera of rhetoric are not what 
we desire to offer to the memory of our 
departed brother, but rather the utter- 
ance of hearts that beat re3(X)nsivc to his 
knightly nature whil.st living, and are 
loyal to his memory now that he is dead. 
Prom this far distant land it is but a 
withered wreath of flowers that we can 
lay at the feet of bis loved ones in Ire- 
land who mourn his loss, but as it is 
iatarwlaad with our sympathy and love, 
it it expresses whst onr bearU feel, it 
will be aa fadelesa aa the immortdlea 
which bloom npoa Ids wntnL 

Upon a sloping hilMae that is as green 
as the grass of the F'nierald Isle, where 
he first saw the sun light of heaven, he 
sleeps now in dreamless slumber, and it 
may be no costly monument will be 
erected to his memory, but better fsr, we 
can, by our hopea and prayers, assist in 
tranalating his soul to the starry heavens 
above na, where it will shine forever like 
a lovdy constellation of the night in the 
tranquil akiea of immortality.

GREAT WORK 



is Being Done In Ireland by 

the Gaelic League 
Just Now. 



J. C. McCandless recently delivered au 
address in Carroll Institute Hall, Wash- 
ington. Ilis subject was the work of the 
Gaelic League in Ireland. 

Mr. McCandless has for a number of 
years been conspicuous in the work of 
reviving the Gaelic language in the 
Emerald lale, and that n^ht he told of 
the labors sad the snccees of the Lcagae 
toward re-eatablishing the old tongue. 

Year after year, he said, the members 
of the League sought to have Gaelic 
placed on an equal footing with other 
languages, and at last the claims had 
been recognized. A few years ago the 
history of Ireland was not taught in the 
schools, either national or parochial, 
while now, through the efforts of the 
League, there are 1,600 national schools 
where Uie atudy is given. 

Mr. MoCandleas predicted that within 
ten or fifteen years a new Ireland would 
arise out of the conditions now existing, 
as a result of the movement begun by 
the (Gaelic League, which has at present 
18,000 active members, composing 458 
aodeties. -
